In 
the ſpace of two years that he lived at Fez, in 
the Prince's Service, he taught him how he might 
take any thing with a Gun, : whether it were on 
the Earth, 'or in the Air, and-ſhew'd him ſever 
other Games unknown to the Moors. By theſe 
ways, he had fo inſfinuated himſelf into the 
Prince's Favour, and was become. fo neceſfary 

( in his Divertiſements, that he would not hear of 
any Ranſom for him, but endeavowr'd by all the 
obligations he could lay | on him, tro make him 
forget his own Countrey. Burt the regret he con- 
ceiv'd, that he ſhould not once more ſee it, ru 
him into a Melancholy, - which ſoon after ended in 
his Death, to which it was not long &'re his Wife 
follow'd him. Mules felt ſuch a certain remorſe, 
that he had got fer him at Liberty, together with 


his 
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Children, the injury he thought he had done the 
Parents. The Daughter was-named Dorotea, much 
abour the ſame Age with Sophia, handſom and 
witty. Her Brother was not above fifteen years 
of Age, and his Name Sancho. Males pitch'd 
on them to accompany. Sophia, and took that 
opportunity to. ſend them tagether into Span. 
Tic buſineſs was kept very ſecret; Mens Cloarhs, 
according to the Spaniſh mode, were made for 
the two Gentlewomen and little Sancho. AMules 
ſhew'd his Magnificence in the great quantity of 
Jewels he beſtow'd on Sophia. He alſo beſtow'd 
very. noble Preſents on Dorotea, which added tg 
thoſe her Father had receivd from the Prince's 
Liberality, made her a very conſiderable For- 


rune. 


About this time, Charles the Fifth was engag'd 


in a War in Africk, and had belieg'd the City of 
Tunis. He had ſent an Ambaſſador to. Mulei, to 
treat about the ranſom of certain Spaniards, per- 
ſons of Quality, who had been caſt away on the 


Coaſt of Morocco. "To this Ambaſlador did Mus 


kj recommend Sophia, under the Name of Dos 
 Fernand, a Gentleman of Quality, who delir'd 
not to be known by his own Name; and Doreo- 
tea and her Brother were to be his Retinue, * one 
as a Gentleman waiting on him, the other as a 
Page.

Zoraida beſtow'd on the fair Chriſtian a Neck-lace

. band Zalema, who had as great a kindneſs for 
Sophia, 
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his Relations, ſince they had by their Services des } 
ſerv'd ir, and fo refolv'd to repair towards their ' 
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ha Sophia as his Wife, had not allur'd her, that ſhe 
- * could not diſoblige them in any thing ſo much, as 
"© the refuſal of that pledge of their friendſhip. 
* Zoraida made Sophia promiſe that ſhe - ſhould 
* hear from her, by the way of Tangiers, Oran, or 
* ſome other places which the Emperour was poſs 
* ſefs'd of in Africk. l 
*' The Chriſtian Ambaſſadour took Shipping at 
* Salky, having along with him Sophia, whom we 
© muſt henceforth call Dow Fernand. He came to 
* the Emperours Artny, while it was yet before 
* Tunis, Our diſguisd Spaniſh Lady was preſented 
*to him as a Gentleman of Andaluſia, who had 
© ſome time been a Slave to the Prince of Fez ; ſhe 
* had no great reaſon to be fo fond of her life, ag 
* to be afraid of engaging in the War, and being 
© now to at the part of Cavalier, ſhe could not, in 
© honour, avoid the performance of duty, as other 
* gallant perſons did, whereof the Emperour's 
* Army was full. She thereupon. liſted her ſelf 
* among the Voluntiers, miſs'd no defiga that 
' * was undertaken, and ſignaliz'd her felt upon all

* was her good fortune, that ſhe happend to be 
© near him, when- in the heat of an engagement,

So fignal an aCtion 'was 
not unrecompenſed ; the Emperour beftow'd on 
the unknown Don Fernand a Comtnandery of?

He alſo be- 
ſtow'd on him the equipage of a perſon of Qua- 
liry and from thenceforward, there was not a Per-- 
ſon in the 'whole Army more highly eſteem?d or 
more conſiderable than this Valiant Virago.

This 
Xrvants name Was.Guzaman ; he pretended much 
to ingenuity, out of a conceit that it had been de- 
yd to him from that Country-man of- his, whoſe 
adventures are ſo famous ; but having among other 
Endowments, a ſmattering in Poetry, 'he em- 
ploy'd his Talent in compoſing ſuch Romances as 
in other Countries are known by the name of Bal- 
hds. He: ſung them playing on his Gitthar, but 
b wretchedly,. that his wry mouths and the ſtretch» 


ng out of his tongue, ſpoil'd the diſcord, at leaſt 


to thoſe that .Jookd on him. He had alſo the 
graceful knack of dancing a Sarabrand, and never 
went without his Caſtagners. He had, once ſome 
intentions to turn Comedian, but, ſomewhat in his 


Wmour was not lik'd, for he was yery much addi; 
| Qed 
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Qed to Vapouring and HeQtorſhip; and to Sire 


you a true CharaCter of him, there was ſome ſuſpis 
cion of his noturnal Atchieyments ; as being one 
who would bid People ſtand with as much confi- 
dence as a Conſtable, but with this greater civili- 
ty, that he would diſmiſs their perſons, and ſecure 
only what he found about them. 

All theſe excellent Talents, heightn'd by a little 
Eloquence, which reach'd only ſo far as he had 
read, and what he heard from his Maſter, made all 
the Waiting-Women, even thoſe who pretended 


to ſomewhat of Beauty, look on him as the blank} 


(if I may make that Compariſon ) of their amo* 
rous deſires. Don Diego gave him inftrutions to 
go and Court Tſabella, a young Maid who waited 
on the two Beautiful Siſters.

not follow'd by any body. Finding himſelf al A 


alone amongſt his Enemies, he thought death to be 
preferr'd: betore ſlavery, and what ever might be br 
the confequence of it, caſt himſelf into the St be 
hqping to recover the Chriſtian Gallies by ſwine 
ming. But the weather prov'd fuch, that he could |

Way through the waves, and having {ſwam a goo 
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J way towards . the ſhore, afliſted by the wind and - 
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tide, he fortunately lighted on a plank of one of 
the Turkiſh Gallies, and with the help of it got 
to Land on the Coaſt of Sicily. Having return'd 
God his humble thanks for ſo great a deliverance, 
he made towards a Jittle hamlet inhabiced by ſome 
poor Fiſher-men, who gave him the beſt enter- 
tainment they could. "The extraordinary adtions he 
had done in the 'engagement, what he had ſufter'd 
in the Sea, and the cold he -endur'd, - and his walk- 
ing afterwards in his wet Cloaths, brought him in- 
to a violent Fever, which forc'd him to keep his 
Bed for many days ; yet at laſt, without any trou- 
ble.of Phyſicians, he recover'd, his former health. 
During his- Sickneſs, he made a reſolution ro conti- 
nue the World in the perſwaſion of his death; as 


"well that he might be in leſs fear of his Enemies, 


the Relations of Dox Diego, as make a further trial 
of the fideliry of his Dorothea. 

During the time of his aboad in Flanders, he 
had contracted an intimate Friendſhip with a Si 
cilian Marqueſs, of the Houle af Montalto, whoſe 
Name was Fabiano. He ſent one of the Filhermen 
to Meſſma, where he liv'd, to enquire whether he 
were then in the Country; and - anſwer being 
brought him, that he was there, he went thither, 
babited as a Fiſherman, and in the night, goes to 
the Marqueſs's Houſe, who, with all others to 
whom he was known, - bewail'd his death.

Marqueſs was over joy'd to meet wich a Friend, 
whom he had given over for loſt. Don Sencho gave

Don Sancho had a Servant, of whoſe fidelity he 
had had many years experience.

Death ſhould prove falſe. This Brother of Dor 
Sancho's was called Don 'Fuban de Peralto. He 
rook Shipping for Spain, with this vaſt Summ of 
Money ; belides abundance of-rare Ind;az Commo- 
dities, ſuitable to rhe magnificence of a perſon, who 
had been Governour of a conliderable place in 
thoſe parts, and arrived ſafely at Sevil, about a 
year after the accident, which had happened to 
Don Sancho.

© moſt contrary to my nature of any thing in the 
* World, - and that is, Gaming, and being abroad 
© late in the night. I am deſirous that all thoſe who

* carry away What he finds, ſhould, in a inſtant, 
* convey away, What I had much ado to get toge- 
© ther in many years. For theſe reaſons therefore 
* continues Don Marcos, 1 will abſolutely forbid 
* him Gaming and Night-walking, or relign /him, 
*up to be dealt. with according to the diſcretion 
* of the Devil, for Dow Marcos ſhall be no longer 
* his Tutor. 

The cholerick Signor ſpoke theſe Aaſt words with 
ſo much tranſportation, that it coſt 1/idora a great 
many intreaties and ſubmiſſions, to lay his great 
ſpirit, and reduce him to his ordinary tranquility.

t whether we. are ſo much ,oblig'd to the. Stars 
for -their influerices as thoſe En tell us, or 
not, certain it is, that common fame gave it out 
of Matilda, that ſhe was beautiful as an | 
and that this beauty, leſt it mighr dazzle fuch as 
beheld it, was furrounded by ſo extraordinary a 
mildneis and ſweetneſs of nature, as gave occaſion 
to ſuch as were unacquainted with the ſtrangeneſs 
of her ingenuity, to ſuſpe&t her being at a great 
diſtance from it. | 
Her Father, having no other, and-out of hopes 
of any more Children, had long before his death 
promiſed her in Marriage to Proſpero, Prince of 
Saterna. This Proſpero was a perſon of an inſolent 
and very incompliant humour : And yet the .pat- 
tern of mildneſs and ſerenity, Matilda, by reaſon 
of her often ſeeing of him, and bearing with his. 
imperious treatment of her, had brought her {elf

Arvalos, who was'Conſtable of Caſteel, and in whom 


Fortune' made the greateſt demonſtrations * ſhe | 


could of her inconſtancy : inſomuch that having 
been the - wealthieſt and moſt eminent Grandee 
of his Country, he was ſRornfully forced out of it 
in a poor and wretched condition, and reduced to 
the extremity of accepting mony of his friends, to 


make his eſcape to Arragon, where the King took 


him into his proteCtion, and afſign'd him ſuch Re 
venues in Naples, as to maintain him anſwerably 
to the rank oF the chiefeſt in the Kingdom.

It may be calily imagin'd what extraordinary 
expences Hippolito was at in the mean time, being 
the head of io conſiderable a party, and of the 
humour he was of; and it will not alſo be a hard 
matrer to grant, that Matzlda, though a great 
Princeſs, was ſoon reduc'd to very great extres 
mitigs. The Favourite bad got all her Eſtate 
into his poſſeſſion. ' He had perſwaded the King 
thar ſhe held a correſpondence with his Enenues 
Of all her former Revermes, ſhe ' could not com- 
-mand any thing, and none would become Cres 
ditors to a perſon whom. 'a Favourite was refolv'd 
to ruin. Profpero had "made an abſolute breach
